The 
initials at the bottom of 140 confirm the information, that 
is A. D. J. which stand for Ameca de Juarez, a town located 
about 80 or 90 kilometers (50 or 60 miles) from Mexico City. 
They were made by orders of General Trinidad Sanchez Tenorio, 
late in the year 1915 and the beginning of 1916. The dies were 
made by Francisco Ponce, a mechanic employed at present for the 
San Rafael & Atlixco Railroad in Mexico City. They were not very 
long in circulation and are somewhat scarce. I will give you 
some more details in the brief which I am preparing for you.
